Mr. Yancey and Mr. Hill did have 8 
difficulty in the eonfederate senate, not 
however upon a discassion of the navy 
bill, but of the supreme court bill. Mr. 
Y. had spoken; Mr. Hili in reply review- 
ed Mr. Yancey’ 8 record ina style which 
was regarded as Offensive by senators. 
Mr. Yancey arose when Mr. Hill had 
taken his seat, and remarked that as 
Other senators desired to speak on the 
question he would not consume the time 
of the senate then, but that ata proper 
time he would endeavor to do justice 
both to the senator from Georgia and to 
himself. He desired only. to say then, 
that the assertions of the senator from 
Georgia in r2gard to what he-was pleased 
to term his autobiography were false, 
and he knew them to be false when he 
made them. 

Mr. Hil) responded quickly from his 
seat, that he threw the falsehood back 
in histeeth. Upon motion, the senate 
went into secret session. Mr. Yancey 
was then appealed to adjust the matter, 
but reiterated what be had said, and took 
his seat. Thereupon, Mr. Hill threw a 
heavy glass inkstand, which struck Mr. 
Y. on the side of his face, bruising it and 
causing the blood to flow profusely, but 
not knocking him down, or doing asy 
se.ious injury. Mr. Yancey rushed at 
Mr Hill, but was prevented from striking 
him, and here the fight ended. 

A committee was appointed, and retir- 
ed to report what was due the senate for 
a breach of decorum. Whilst they were 
out various speeches were made to recon- 
cile the parties. Dir. Yancey was, for a 
long time, inexorable, but when appeals 
were made to him as to the effect such a 
rupture would have upon the cause, he 
was disposed to yield tothe importuni- 
ties ot friends. To aggravate the matier 
the committee reported, censuring both 
parties—Mr. Yaucey for the language he 
had used, and Mr. Hill for throwing the 
inkstand. 

Mr, Yancey protested against the re- 
port to the last; but it was finally ac- 
cepted by the senite,and was afterwards 
re considered, and withdrawn, upon con- 
dition that he would not prosecute his 
claim for personal redress any further, 
be reserving to himself the right to re- 
ply to Mr. Hill’s speech in public, which 
he afterwards did, in a powerful and 
most overwhelming effort.

It is thus apparent that this difficulty 
had no effect on Mr. Yaacey’s rapid de- 
clinein health. In fact, abundant testi- 
mony could be adduced, if necessarv, 
from his physicians here,to show that he 
been a prey to cisease for years. He had 
a violent attack of a spinal disease while 
he was canvassing for the Washington 
monument after the presidential election 
in 1856, from which it was long doubted 
whether be would recover, and this com- 
pletely racked and distorted his erect and 
small but powerful frame. He was af- 
fected for many years with the Cisease of 
the kidney, from which he died. During 
his last illness his pains were most excru- 
ciating, but he bore himself like a true 
Christian statesman, as he _ was, 
through al! his sufferings. He was at 
times deli:ious with internal agony, 
and would make mest eloquent speeches, 
and imagine himself inline of battle 
charging triumphantly on the enemies 
of his couniry. He never despaired, or 
for once faltered in his devotion to south- 
ern independence; but thought Mr. Da- 
vis wanting in forecast, vigor and popu- 
lar sympathies for a great leader. As 
to his continously crying to be put out of 
sight, that is simply made out of whole 
cloth, and very thin texture at that. 

Mr. Y ancey died, as he lived, loyal to 
his convictions. He forgave his enemies 
and prayed God to forgive them for the 
misconstruction of his motivesand his 
conduct. A simple marble slab was put 
over his grave, not because he wished 
his resting place hid from view, but be- 
cause time was required to erect a suit- 
able monument.

Upland Culture of Rice. 

In an old number of the Cultivator we 
find a condensed article on the tidal 
swamp culture ofrice. We herein write 
upon the dry or upland culture of the 
same plant. From what we have heard 
of the bottom lands of this country, we 
should say that neither corn, nor wheat, 
nor any other grain would prove as prof- 
itable as rice properly managed. Rice 
will, hereafter, on account of its reduced 
culture, fetch from three to four times 
the price of wheat, and would probably 
produce from three to four times as much, 
provided we have been correctly in- 
formed as to the average yield of wheat 
per acre in this section. Itis certainly, 
therefore worth the experiment. 

The roots of rice search for moisture 
in favorable 30ils to a depth equal to the 
height of the straw, and in tidal lands 
they peretrate five feot deep; hence, sofi 
clay lands, more or less moist, would be 
preferable. In hard clays plow deep in 
the fall, following with the subaoil plow 
—-harrow the field and sow barley broad- 
cast. Turn this crop in with a two horse 
plow about the 10th of March, and on 
the ist of April check off the field with 
the lightest plow you have, two inches 
deep or less, the furrows running three 
feet each way,and sow the seed (covering 
very lightly) at the points of intersection. 
A bushel of seed will sow an acre, It 
would be well to roll the seed in coal tar, 
to insure the stard against the attacks of 
birds. If your fields are grassy, 
work at least once in eight days, pick- 
ing out the spears found near the 
plants, and ran two furrows be- 
tween the rows, throwing earth to the 
rice, bein careful not to smother it. 
The Cultivator answers all purposes. 
Continue the work in the tame way un- 
til the plant has reached the height of 
two or more feet, after which it wouid 
be injured by the plow, and must be left

Status of the Amnesty 


Question. 


Special Dispatch to the Chicago Tribuve. 

WASHINGTON, January 17.—The fail- 
ure of the attempts of the republicans in 
the house to-day to force a vote upon 
several amnesty propositions shows that 
there is now no prospect of the passage 
of an amnesty bil], except the democrats 
take the iaitiative. That tley have ut- 
terly declined to do do, The question 
is now only before the house in the form 
of a bill which has been referred to the 
judiciary committee; that is, the Banks 
bill, which proposes universal amnesty, 
conditional upon the taking of an oath 
in a state court. Banks has modified his 
bill sothat the oath can only be taken ina 
United States court. This bill can not 
come up tor action except in the ordina- 
ry course of committee business, and, as 
the judiciary committee has just been 
called, it can not be expected that it will 
again be called for some weeks. The 
democrats inthe house have decided to 
take no initiative step at present, and 
the republicans haye exhausted their 
means for forcing a vote. 

THE EXPLANATION 

of this action of the democrats lies in 
the fact that they greatly fear the politi- 
cal effect in the present condition of the 
public mind of voting to amnesty Jeff 
Davis. 

There is a rumor to-night that the sen- 
ate democrats have prepared a plan to 
relieve the house democrats of their em- 
barrassment. It is to produce and pass 
in the senate an amnesty bill which shall 
exclude Jeff Davis. The northern dem- 
ocratic senators within the last few days 
have considered this subject, and have 
admitted that it would be very im- 
politic in the party to amnesty Jeff 
Davis.

EDITOR CONSTITUTION: The writer of 
this having met anumber of gentlemen in 
Atlanta, who were ignorant of the fact that 
the orange is successfully grown in. Geor- 
gia, begs leave to state thaton the sea is- 
lands and lands along the coast, oranges 
are as successfully, andcan be as profitably 
grown, #8 on the 8t. John’s river, Florida. 
There xrenumbers of young sweet trees 
alld a large number of sour and a few bitter 
sweet trees infull bearing, at St. Mary’s, 
and quite a large number of old sweet 
trees in the county of Camden and onthe 
St. Mary’s river, and bitter sweets on Cam- 
berland island in full bearing. Whenever 
our trees suffer fron Foe he cold spells, 
those on the St. John’s river suffer also, 
that is, young buds are killed. Our young 
trees on the coast will compare advantage- 
ously in size aud luxuriance of growth with 
trees of the same age on the St. John’s, and 
onr lands are very low in price compared 
to lands on that river. 

I remember when we had many greves at 
St. Mary’s, and Oranges sold as low as six 
dollars per thousand to parties who 
picked them, and they were 
transported in wagons to Macon and other 
interior cities. The insect and not the cold 
killed our trees on the coast, and then kill- 
ed the groves on the St Johns at the same 
time, a1 d whiie we neglected to go to work 
and make new groves many perrons on that 
river went to work and made them, out of 
which they have grown rich In five years 
we will have fine groves on our rivers in 
southeast Georgia. I suggest that persons 
who anticipate embarking in the enterprise 
visit our coast country before going to Fior 
ida, and compare the growth of the trees of 
both sections before investiug their means.
